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Navy to Retain More 
Passed Over Officers | 


The policy that will guide the Bureau 
of Navigation in retaining on active duty 
officers slated to retire for failure of se- 
lection was enunciated this week by Rear 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. 

Admiral Nimitz said that the Navy De- 
partment will be guided in determining 
which officers, now designated for retire- 
ment, will be restored to an active duty 
status by the recommendations of their 
commanding officers. 

At the same time, he suggested the 
probability that President Roosevelt, who 
is empowered by law to do so, may deter- 
mine to retain on active duty all officers 
selected as fitted by the current boards. 
The basic law provides that after a selec- 
tion board has concluded its deliberations 
and has selected the best fitted officers for 
promotion and designated another group 
as fitted for promotion, the numerical 
strength of the fitted group is transmit- 
ted to the President, who determines the 
percentage to be retained on active duty. 
The President is, of course, guided in his 
decision by the Bureau of Navigation, and 
with the bureau making every effort to | 
bridge the gap created by the limited 
emergency, it would seem highly unlikely | 
that any officer would be permitted to re- | 
tire who is considered fitted for active | 
duty.

Need Junior Officers 

Admiral Nimitz pointed out that the 
majority of passed-over officers are now 
on shore duty in line with the policy of 
giving best fitted officers as much sea duty | 
as practicable, and declared that he is 
confident that in many instances these 
passed over officers are now rendering 
valuabie service. If the commanding of- | 
ficer of such an officer requests that he be | 
ordered to active duty in the same ¢a- 
pacity immediately subsequent to his re 
tirement order, the Navy Department will 
give sympathetic consideration to such a 
request. Admiral Nimitz suggested that 
in such cases, the active duty order would 
be issued a day later than the retirement 
order. 

He emphasized that the Navy is sorely 
in need of junior officers to man vessels 
of the neutrality patrol and other emer 
gency facilities activated under the lim 
ited emergency program. In the grade of 
commander and above, he stated, the 
Navy is well supplied with officer mate 
rial and it is not anticipated that a great | 
number of senior officers will be ordered 
to active duty. 

Opposed to Law Change 

Declaring that the selection system is 
designed to operate equally well in time 
of emergency as in time of peace, Admiral 
Nimitz said that no change is being made 
in the directives of the selection boards 
meeting now or in the near future. 

This statement was made in response 
to a query as to whether or not the ex- 
pansion of the Navy would require a more 
liberal interpretation of the selection law 
in order to utilize every available officer. 
Admiral Nimitz said that with slight 
changes in the basic 1938 Act, which 
changes are contained in the amending

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More Pay Asked for Soldiers 

Prospects of increased pay for the en- 
listed personnel of the Army brightened 
considerably this week as Secretary of 
War Harry H. Woodring took personal 
charge of the campaign to bring the in- 
equality of their pay to the attention of 
Congress. 

Mr. Woodring is placing the rectifica- 
tion of this condition in the first priority 
of Army legislative needs, and twice this 
week conferred with Representative An- 
drew J. May, of Ky., chairman of the 
Hiouse Military Affairs Committee, on the 
question of holding hearings as soon as 
possible after Congress convenes in Janu- 
ary. 

In discussing the problem faced by the 
Army, Mr. Woodring pointed out that en- 
rollees in the Civilian Conservation Corps 
are paid more highly than recruits in the 
Army. Citing the rapidity with which en- 
listed personnel in the Coast Guard and 
Navy are advanced into higher pay 
grades, he contrasted the relatively slow 
progress up the pay scale made by Army 
enlisted personnel, 

Hurts Recruiting 

The pay situation is mitigating against 
the Army in recruiting up to the strength 
authorized by the President under the 
limited emergency proclamation, Secre- 
tury Woodring said. 

Yesterday, Representative May told the 
AnMy AND Navy JourNaL that he is in 
full sympathy with the views expressed 
by Secretary Woodring and assured that 
his committee will give immediate con 
sideration to any legislation proposed by 
the War Department, 

The report of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Committee, which Senator Morris 
Sheppard, chairman of the Senate Mili 
tary Affairs Committee caused to be 
made, is still in a “study stage” in all the 
departments concerned, Congressional 
apathy greeted the report when it was 
first made, and despite vigorous attempts 
by Senator Sheppard to have at least the 
first priority— pay increases for enlisted 
personnel of the Army—carried out, very 
little progress has been made. Senator 
Sheppard repeatedly attempted to obtain 
the cooperation of the other committee 
chairmen but was unsuccessful, 

In that report, the Pay Committee, fol 
lowing a summation of all of the inequi 
ties suffered by Army enlisted personnel, 
declared, “It appears, therefore, that 
there is a clear case for improving the 
situation of the Army career soldier of 
the fighting type.” 

Make Enlistment Attractive 

The obvious injustice of the situation 
was brought to the attention of Mr. Wood 
ring most vividly by an analysis of the 
complexities of the modern fighting plane 
which enlisted personnel of the Army Air 
Corps are called upon to repair. Again, 
as the Army rapidly motorizes, skilled 
mechanics will be more than ever in de 
mand, 

Representative May stated that, in 
view of the evolution of the Army into a 
highly technical and specialized group, 
it is paramount to make enlistment as 
attractive as possible in order to retain 
the service of trained men. 

He pointed out that in the event of 
national emergency the enlisted personne! 
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Army to Push Passage 
Of Age-in-Grade Plan 


Any “wishful thinking” that Secretary 
of War Harry H. Woodring will abandon 
his fight to clear the promotion list 
“hump” in view of the expansion of the 
Army was dispelled this week when he 
declared that now, more than ever before, 
the condition must be rectified, 

His statement was followed closely by 
an observation by Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D, Gasser, that the 
problem now rests on the shoulders of 
Congress and that body must make a de- 
cision on whether or not the present con- 
dition will be permitted to continue. 

General Gasser declared that the War 
Department has gone as far as it can ad- 
ministratively to give command commen- 
surate with age to officers of the Army 
and now relies on Congress to correct a 
situation that day by day grows worse. 

Efficiency Depends on Measure 

Secretary Woodring said that it is his 
responsibility to the nation to insure that 
the Army is trained and organized to its 
fullest efficlency and expressed an un- 
qualified belief that he cannot produce 
the results demanded of him unless the 
officers of the Army are given training in 
time of peace to fit them for the responsi- 
bilities that will be thrust upon them in 
time of war. This training, he declared, 
“annot be given so long as officers are stag- 
nated in grades totally at odds with their 
length of commissioned service, 

General Gasser, who bore the brunt of 
the fight for enactment of the Woodring 
age-In-grade plan, said that no com- 
promise can be effected that will forestall 
the attainment of the desired end, that of 
placing younger officers in positions of 
responsibility, 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
is pledged to dispose of the age-in-grade 
legislation as its first order of business, 
Mr. Woodring sald. Emphasis was placed 
both by him and General Gasser on the 
contention that neither the career of in- 
dividuals or the possible loss of key offi- 
cers, can be considered when so vital an 
issue as the defense of the United States 
is at stake, 

Services Not Lost 

Mr. Woodring pointed out that even 
when retired, the services of the officers 
concerned would not be lost, for they 
could be recalled to active duty at any 
time their services were required, He 
said that in the case of the Navy this is 
now being done and asked if the situa- 
tions are not parallel, 

Approaching the question from a direct 
angle, he said that the War Department 
is now embarking on a program that is 
destined to provide by 1041 an Army dif- 
fering entirely from any Army ever or 
ganized by the United States. A program 
fully to activate, equip and train a field 
army is underway, he declared, and mil- 
lions of dollars have been and are being 
spent to accomplish the objective. In 
light of this program, Mr. Woodring 
stated, it is only just that the American 
peorle be given a military which in every 
phase is the most efficient that can be 
produced, With the promotion hump in 
existence, he contended, this cannot be

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Smoothness Marks Administration of Army and Navy, Editor Declares 


Because of the light thrown upon our National De- 
fense situation, the country and particularly the Ser- 
vices, will be keenly interested ina series of four articles 
appearing in the Baltimore SUN. The articles are from 
the pen of a distinguished newspaper man of Army ser- 
vice, Mark S. Watson, now editor of the Sunday SUN 
and a right hand of Paul Patterson, president of the 
company which publishes the Sunpapers. During the 
World War, Mr. Watson, then a major of Field Artil- 
lery, was drafted by Maj. Gen. Dennis EF. Nolan as one 
of his principal aidcs in the Intelligence Section of the 
General Staff of the ARV. It was this section which 
drew from General Pershing the high praise that no 
Commander-in-Chief had been served in intelligence as 
he had been. The AnMyY AND NAVY JOURNAL, aware of 
Major Watson's skill as a reporter and the soundness 
of his editorial judgment regards his comments as of 
special value and, therefore, presents extracts from his 
first article as follows: 


“ .. The fact is that a million civilians do not spring 
to arms overnight, as Mr. Bryan used to think. The 
Army itself will not spring to arms effectively, for even 
a serious defensive war, until fully a year and a half 
has passed, It will not, because it cannot. This is the 
major discovery which a visitor to Washington will 
make, * * * 

“What the casual visitor, at such a time, certainly 
would not expect is a Navy Department whose official 
head is an acting secretary. Mr. Edison has remained 
‘acting’ ever since the incapacitation of the depart- 
ment’s nominal head, the late Secretary Swanson, who 
died last July and who for a considerable time before 
had been physically unable to function. 

“What the visitor would not expect, also, is a War 
Department in which the personal differences between 
the Secretary and the Assistant Secretary are so sharp 
that these officials avoid social occasions where they 
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might meet. Indeed, it has been printed many times 
that they actually do not speak. Despite repeated de- 
nials, there have been, for months, open hints that As- 
sistant Secretary Louis Johnson is on the point of being 
named to succeed Secretary Harry H. Woodring as head 
of the department. The assumed purpose of these hints 
was to irritate the latter into resigning; whatever the 
purpose, it has failed to have that result, Mr. Wood- 
ring’s enemies having greatly overestimated his sensi 
tivities. He remains firmly seated in the Cabinet, un 
perturbed by the glares of such advanced New Dealers 
as Secretaries Ickes and Perkins in particular, and ap- 
parently entirely at ease in the department itself. * * * 

“So far as that goes, Assistant Secretary Johnson is 
not easy to kick around, either. It is hard to doubt 
that he came into his present job in June, 1987 (partly 
as a friendly gesture to the American Legion, of which 
he had been national commander), in the confident be- 
lief that the assistant’s desk was only a step, and a 
quick one, to the Secretaryship. * * * Unlike his chief, 
Mr. Johnson is understood to be on very good terms with 
the advanced New Dealers of the Cabinet. 

“The duties of assistant secretary in the mighty ma- 
chines which administer War and Navy, and which have 
to be divided if the head of either department is to 
have time to be a real head, include those relating to 
procurement of supplies, now being accumulated in the 
largest and costliest volume since 1918, * * * 

“This inevitably throws the assistant secretaries into 
frequent communication ; in fact, now that foreign gov- 
ernments have resumed their heavy buying from Ameri- 
can factories, it is essential for protection of American 
interests that there be frequent communication among 
the representatives of State and Treasury as well as 
War and Navy. The beneficent possibilities of this 
communication are obvious; that in extreme cases it 
could also commit the several departments to programs 
which would, in themselves, tend to establish a new de- 
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partment policy is equally apparent. And policy, of 
course, must be determined by a department head, 
rather than by an assistant secretary. 

“Here again, then, was a threat of irritation not only 
to Secretary Woodring and, in other days, to Secretary 
Swanson, but also to Secretary of State Hull, who on 
occasion has not seen eye to eye with his own assistant, 
Sumner Welles, and perhaps to Secretary Morgenthay, 
With bad feeling already existent, these interdepart. 
mental contacts of the assistant secretaries have bee, 
potentially troublesome. Actually there has been very 
little difficulty. 

“In fact, the surprising thing is that for all the gro. 
tesqueness of this setup—a War Department whose two 
civilian top-dogs are commonly understood to be not 
even on speaking terms, and a Navy Department which 
for months has had no permanent head and for whic 
no permanent head is even under discussion (‘the Pregj. 
dent likes to run the navy himself’ comments an old 
hand, ‘and this is the way he can do it’)—the efficiency 
of the army’s general staff and its principal bureays 
is such that the real business is proceeding with a re. 
markable degree of smoothness, * * * 

“It would be pleasant to report also that it is moy. 
ing with such speed that the United States can be re. 
garded as very nearly ready for any emergency, but 
such a claim no person in the department would dream 
of making. A statement which is likelier of proof is 
that our present ‘Initial Protective Force’ (the pro- 
fessional term for the 500,000 men of the regular army 
and National Guard), cannot be fully implemented for 
over a year and a half. 

“The slightly larger and better rounded Desired In- 
itial Protective Force (600,000 men), which the general 
staff regards as necessary for purely defensive warfare, 
could not be fully manned and implemented in much 
less than two years.”

On a solemn occasion such as this we are 
reminded of the symbolism of a _ soldier's 
tomb—a silent witness to the desolation and 
grief of war, * * * 

We glory on this Armistice Day that we 
are at peace with all the world. To preserve 
that peace is the task to which the Adminis- 
tration is dedicated. We want no more long 
rows of graves. This country is practically 
unanimous in its fervent desire to maintain 
the peace with honor. Every safeguard to 
prevent an embroilment in the tragic prob- 
lems of other nations is being effected. 
America must be kept strong and ready to 
defend herself in an armed world, for by 
strength with a preservation of strict neu- 
trality, we have high and sincere hopes of 
steering clear of complications that could 
lead to graver considerations. To strive for a 
state of mind devoted to peace is the plain 
duty of every citizen. The voice of the people 
must be strong and forceful in an expression 
to keep this fortunate land free of the wreck- 
age and the loss accompanying all armed 
conflicts.

her greatest contribution to civilization and 
the advancement of humankind, 

We hope a just peace will come soon to a 
warring world. It is with deep emotion that 
we think of the picked manhood in all the 
glory of youth that once again are called to 
a rendezvous with death. It is a tragedy that 
is grimly emphasized as we stand today at 
the last resting place of our noble warrior 
flanked by the graves of many of his com- 
rades in arms. 

I do not believe that the Unknown Soldier 
died in vain. He died for a cause that was 
considered as just and honorable. His death 
and the passing of his comrades who made 
the supreme sacrifice thought this last full 
measure of herole devotion would end wars 
for an indefinitely long time. Such a faith 
made death easier, for the departed believed 
that the old order was changing and that 
international affairs would cease to be. based 
on brute force and conquest. In that respect 
they were mistaken, 

But there is another and more hopeful as- 
pect. In the very disillusionment of the shat- 
tered dreams and ideals of those who sur- 
vived the Great War, there is a spiritual gain 
in the inspiring fact that we may keep faith 
with the dead by directing every effort to 
non-iInvolvment in the present struggle. 

Admiral Harold R. Stark, Chief of 
Naval Operations, speaking before the 
Second Division Memorial, in Washing- 
ton, stated that he believed those who 
died in the Great War did not die in 
vain. “The World War and its after- 
math,” he said, “taught America to hate 
war. Perhaps that is why the country 
today is practically unanimous in its 
fervent desire to take every honorable 
and just step to prevent our entering the 
present conflict.” 





New Uniforms Approved 


The Secretary of War announced to- 
day adoption of a new style coat and 
overcoat for the enlisted personnel of the 
Army and adoption of a new service coat 
for officers. 

It was also announced that experi- 
ments will be held soon to develop a new 
type of wind-breaker for field use. As 
previously announced, the olive drab 
color will be retained for the Army field 
uniform, but the present design will be 
altered to provide a bellows back, which 
demonstrated its superiority during ex- 
perimental tests. Similarly, the overcoat 
of the enlisted men will be modified by in- 
corporating the bellows cut. This cut will 
also be included in the new officers’ ser- 
vice coat, for which tailoring specifica- 





tions will be available in the near future. 
No changes will be made in the present 
design of the officers’ overcoat. 

Actual issue to troops of the new type 
service coat will probably not be made un- 
til early fall of 1940. 

No other major changes in the uniform 
are contemplated. 





Mr. Welles Discusses Sea Patrol 


In a discussion of the neutrality patrol 
established by governments of the New 
World following the Congress at Panama, 
Mr. Sumner Welles, Undersecretary of 
State, speaking over the Blue Network of 
NBC in the National Radio Forum, 13 
Nov., stated that the patrol was volun- 
tary, that no country was obliged to police 
its own territorial waters, nor was the 
United States going to invade the waters 
of other American countries. 

Mr. Welles emphasized that the Ameri- 
can Republics have declared that their 
inherent rights entitled them to have the 
water adjacent to the American continent 
free from the commission of any hostile 
act. The declaration further provides, he 
said, that if such acts are committed, 
“the American republics will consult to- 
gether to determine what steps they may 
then individually or collectively take. 
There is no implication in this agreement 
of a determination on the part of any 
American republic to undertake to exer- 
cise force in order to procure observance 
of its terms. He continued: 

“In so far as the question of the patrol of 
the waters within. the security zone is con- 
cerned, the patrol which may thereby be 
undertaken by each American republic is 
solely the kind of patrol which the United 
States and many other American republics 
have already undertaken. It is a patrol in- 
tended to make it possible for each American 
government to ascertain to the best of its 
ability the nature of the activities which are 
being undertaken in close proximity to its 
shores. Such information is indispensable in 
times like these, not only to make it possible 
for us to safeguard our neutrality, but also to 
make it possible for every American govern- 
ment to insure the security of its people. 

“There exists no obligation on the part of 
the United States to undertake to patrol the 
areas not adjacent to its own coasts, nor 
would many of the other American Republics 
either request or want any such activity on 
the part of this government. The declaration 
solely provides that in certain cases agree- 
ments may be entered into between two or 
more of the American Republics for collective 
patrol should such be considered desirable by 
the governments concerned, 





“General respect on the part of all nations 
for the principles contained in the Declaration 
of Panama will mean that the lives and the 
vital interests of the citizens of the American 
nations will be safeguarded, and that the 
maintenance of the peace of the Westen 
Hemisphere will be greatly facilitated. 


“A well known writer in an editorial whid 
he published a few days ago upon the Declara 
tion of Panama truly said, ‘We want to keep 
the backwash of European hostilities from our 
shores. That is the principle, the goal, the 
ideal. ** * Such a principle, so clearly aimed 
singly at the protection of the Western Henl- 
sphere, and directed at no country’s legiti 
mate interests, has within itself the vitality to 
grow and to gain strength ag the years pass’’

Gen. Ashburn Leaves IWC 

Following differences of opinion over 
the degree of control to be exercised over 
the Inland Waterways Corporation by the 
Department of Commerce, the resigna- 
tion of Maj. Gen. Thomas Q. Ashburn, 
chairman of IWC since its organization 
in 1924, was demanded by Secretary of 
Commerce Hopkins on 14 Nov. and ten- 
dered by General Ashburn the same day. 

Since transfer this summer of the 
IWC from War Department to Commerce 
Department under the second reorganiza 
tion order of President Roosevelt, Gen 
eral Ashburn has had disagreements with 
Commerce officials over attempts at de 
partmental control of “a privately owned 
corporation.” It is known that the War 
Department exercised practically no su 
pervision over IWC during the 15 years it 
was with that department.

Army Promotions Continue

3rd Div. Concentration Set 


The Third Division, with station at Ft. | 


Lewis, Wash., will go to Southern Cali- 


fornia for divisional maneuvers early in | 


January, 1940, the War Department said 
this week. 

The exact site of the division’s concen- 
tration area in California has not yet been 
determined, but there are a number of 
government-controlled sites available. 

The division will not participate in the 
corps maneuvers which will be conducted 
by the other four triangular divisions in 
the spring of 1940. It was stated this 
week that the corps maneuver will prob- 
ably begin sometime after the first of 
February, depending on how quickly the 
new triangular organization can be put 
into effective operation. It was pointed 
out that until the divisions have learned 
to operate as triangular divisions, it 
would be pointless to attempt to hold 
corps maneuvers. 

The four divisions now concentrated in 
the south will immediately begin inten- 
sive divisional training, the operation to 
be carried out at near-emergency speed. 
It was stated at the War Department this 
week that Secretary of War Harry H. 
Woodring, under whose active leadership 
the training program was arranged, will 
go south to witness the final stages of the 
corps maneuvers and may make a flying 
trip to the various divisional organiza- 
tions before the corps action begins. Mr. 
Woodring has declared that he is 
thoroughly convinced of the importance of 
corps and divisional training. 

Headquarters of the Ninth Corps Area 
—in which area the Third Division is sta- 
tioned—this week issued the following 
training order: 

Intensive individual, basic, and unit field 
training will be initiated by all units without 
delay. The objective of this training is to 
bring individuals and units to the state that 
they can efficiently engage in intensive field 
training with other arms. The period covered 
by this directive is for 30 days. Ilowever, the 
training should be progressive and will be 
continued as necessary in subsequent periods. 

The following will be stressed in this period: 

a. Seouting and patrolling, including use 
of cover and concealment; 

b. Combat functioning of small units; 

ce. Security measures in all echelons; 

d. Reconnaissance by all echelons; 

e. Gathering and transmission of combat 
intelligence; 

f. Antiaircraft defense ; 

g. Camouflage; 

h. Proper use of transportation; 

i. Speed in preparation and transmission 
of combat orders; 

j. Marches—-foot, 
bined (Shuttling) ; 

k. Night operations, 

While units will be based upon their home 
stations for this period, effort should be made 
to have some training on ground which is not 
familiar to the troops. 

Pursuant to the recently announced 
War Department policy of intensive train- 
ing of units of the Regular Army not 
assigned to Infantry divisions, Camp 
Joseph T. Robinson, Ark., was selected by 
the commanding general, Seventh Corps 
Area as the station for the intensive train- 
ing of units remaining in that area. 

Personnel will be quartered in tents, 
Approximately 5,000 troops will be present 
in camp when the concentration is com 
pleted. 

The commanding officer, Col. G. F. N. 
Dailey, 17th Infantry, and the Quarter- 
master, Maj. Frank C. Peters, QMC, were 
among the first to arrive in the camp. 
The commanding officer was closely fol- 
lowed by the Ist Battalion of the 17th 
Infantry, Maj. Edgar J. Tulley, 17th In- 
fantry in command, and Companies A 
and F, 6th Infantry. 

The Headquarters and Headquarters 
Company, 4th Brigade, arrived the 
afternoon of 4 Noy. and proceeded to or- 
ganize and set up the administration of 
the camp.

Army Service Schools 

Ollicers designated for the 1940-41 
course at the Army War College, Com- 
mand and General Staff School or Army 
Industrial College who will be unable to 
because of transfer to the aug 
mented foreign garrisons or because of 
the limited national emergency will be 
notified by the War Department that they 
will be permitted to attend the first 
available following class, even if they in 
the meantime have passed age limits for 
the schools, 

The War Department’s policies gov- 
erning selection of students for the War 
College and Command and General Staff 


School, dated 9 Aug. and for the In- 
dustrial College, dated 22 Aug., were 
amended as follows: 

It is possible that certain officers whose 


names appear on the approved slate of stu 
dents for the Command and General Staff 
School, the Army War College, and the Army 
Industrial College, 1940-41 course, may be re- 
moved from the slate for the 1940-41 course by 
reason of change of station in connection with 
the augmentation of the garrisons of the 
Puerto Rican and Panama Canal Departments, 
or because the emergency necessitates their 
retention on present duties for an additional 
period. Such officers will be ordered to the 
particular course for which slated the first 
year they subsequently become available for 
change of station regardless of the fact that 
they may in the meantime have passed over 
the prescribed age limit. Officers in this 
category will be advised that they have been 
so selected, that they will be sent regardless 
of age limitations, and the vear in which they 
may contemplate detail if physically qualified 
at that time.

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Herbert Schiff Trophy Awarded 

The Herbert Schiff Memorial Trophy, 
awarded annually to the naval aviation 
squadron or unit with the best record for 
safety in flying during a year has been 
won by Patrol Squadron 11, attached to 
Patrol Wing One, San Diego area, which 
amassed a total of 4,903 hours flying time 
during the fiscal year.

Navy Drill to be Changed 

Rear Adm, Chester W. Nimitz, chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, has announced 
the following information regarding revi- 
sion of Infantry drill instructions; plac 
ing of ship’s service activities ashore un- 
der the Bureau of Navigation, and in- 
structions to commandants regarding 
physical condition of naval fleet reserves : 

Infantry drill The Navy Department is 
now engaged in an extensive revision of that 
part of the Landing Force Manual, 1988, in 
volving close order infantry drill, This revi 
sion will be ready for issue to the service 
early in 1940, and will be made effective upon 
receipt. Radical changes are to be made in 
the instructions for infantry drill along lines 
already adopted by the Army and Marine 
Corps. 

Ship’s Service Activities, Ashore—A_ revi 
sion of article 1442, U. S. Navy Regulations, 
has been approved which places ship's service 
activities, ashore, under the direction of the 
Bureau of Navigation. Beginning 1 Jan. 1940, 
all ship's service activities, ashore, with the 
exception of those in the West Indies, 
Alaska, Guam, Samoa, Philippine Islands, 
and China, will, unless exempted by the Bu 
reau of Navigation, be required: 

(a) To discontinue employment of naval 
personnel on active duty with the exception 
that one officer may be placed in charge of the 
ship’s service department. This duty shall 
be in addition to his other duties. 

(b) To take out insurance equal to the 
Workmen’s Compensation insurance that is 
required by the state, district, or territory in 
which the activity is located. 

(c) To bear all the cost of upkeep, heat, 
light, and water of the space they occupy. 

(d) To carry for sale in the ship’s service 
stores only articles for the use of naval per 
sonnel, At stations where Navy nurses are 
regularly assigned articles for their use may 
be carried, 

(e) To anake no profit for service rendered 
where any part of the equipment used to pro 
vide such services, such as laundry machin 
ery, tailor shop equipment, ete., belongs to 
the United States,

chief of the Bureau of Navigation has in- 
formed the commandants of all naval districts 
and the commandant of Washington Navy

Yard, that it desires that only those men be 
retained on the rolls of the Fleet Reserve who 
are physically and otherwise qualified to per- 
form any type of duty required of their rat- 
ing. All others should be recommended for 
retirement. Fleet Reservists who are retired 
will be placed immediately on inactive duty. 
No retired enlisted men will be placed on 
active duty. 

Fleet Reservists recalled from inactive duty 
whose satisfactory qualifications are in doubt 
will be returned to inactive duty pending de 
termination of their status. 

It is not desired, however, stated Admiral 
Nimitz, that commandants immediately ree 
ommend reservists for retirement whose med 
ical records indicate the probability of im- 
proved condition since time of last examina- 
tion, or where satisfactory corrective mea 
sures may be taken within a reasonable time. 
Recommendation for retirement of such men 
will be made only after new physical exam 
ination, 





No Action on Enlistment Pay 


Status of the question of paying re- 


enlistment allowances to men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard who reenlisted during the fiscal 


years ending 30 June 1938S and 30 June 
1939, remained unchanged this week, with 
neither the Justice Department or the 
General Accounting Office indicating 
whether or not it will appeal last week’s 
decision of the U. S. Court of Claims, 
which held that men reenlisting during 
those two years were entitled to the al 
lowance, 

The government has 90 days in which 
to appeal the court's decision to the Su 
preme Court of the United States. Should 
it not appeal, or should it appeal and the 
highest tribunal decline to review the de- 
cision of the lower court, an estimated 
120,000 men would be able to file claims 
with the General Accounting Office for 
payments ranging from S75 to $200 each. 
If the GAO then refuses to pay the claims, 
individual suits would have to be filed 
with the Court of Claims. 


New Machine X-Rays 

The recently developed Powers Rapid 
Chest X-Ray Unit using paper film in 
rolls, was shown in action yesterday be- 
fore medical officers: of the Army, Navy 
and Veterans’ Administration. Boards of 
Examiners appointed by Brig. Gen. F. 
T. Hines, administrator of the Veterans’ 
Affairs, Maj. Gen. Magee, Surgeon Gen 
eral of the Army, and Rear Admiral Me 
Intire, Surgeon General of the Navy, are 
considering the use of this modern low 
cost method in the routine health examin 
ation of the military forces, 

In the Veterans’ Administration Build- 
ing, under conditions approximating ac 
tual service, a hundred had X 
Rays made of their chests in less than 
forty minutes, or at a rate of over 150 an 
hour. 

The notable characteristics of the Pow 
ers Rapid Method are (a) its speed; a 
thousand a day can be X-Rayed with one 
unit; (b) its economy; rolls of inexpen 
sive paper film are used instead of the 
customary celluloid sheets; (¢) its great 
er convenience due to the use of several 
novel devices, and (d) the excellent diag 
nostic quality and uniformity of the N 
Rays. 

As a continuous line of 
stripped to the waist, approach the X 
Ray unit in single ‘file, they pass a stencil 
writing machine on which the operator 
perforates characters on a lead card giv 
ing name, sex, age, weight and any other 
desired data. This card is later X-Rayed 
with the subject so that every radiograph, 
when finished, bears this data upon its 
face.

Commenting op 
the out of balance situation encountereg 
in administering a personnel department 
which supplies an establishment. that 
pyramids so sharply from a broad junior 
officer base to a narrow flag group, Ad- 
miral Nimitz brought to the front once 
more the partial solution which he has at. 
tempted for the last several years to drive 
through the Bureau of the Budget with. 
out success. Major relief would be given, 
he stated, if the Navy were provided with 
funds to bring to active duty graduates 
of Naval ROTC Colleges. He cited the 
Army policy of employing reserve officers 
as a realistic interpretation of the policy 
underlying the establishment of both 
Naval and Military ROTC units. He 
stated that these graduates, who are be- 
ing produced by the hundreds annually, 
are well fitted to take over junior officer 
billets in the fleet, benefiting’the Navy 
doubly.

THE HIGH COMMAND OF THE NAVY PROPERLY is disturbed by the dam- 
age threatened to our sea defense by the neutrality act. Aside from the grave effects 
in an economic and social way from the abandonment of trade with belligerent na- 
tions, the transfer of ships to foreign registry will deprive the Service, in case of emer- 
gency, of their use for transport, supply and oil tankage. The country does not realize 
that Admiral Land and the Maritime Commission over which he so ably presides, 
has observed, as an underlying principle in the building up of the Merchant Marine, 
the provision of vessels for war service. As a matter of fact, every ship laid down 
with the Commission’s assistance incorporates such national defense features as the 
Navy Department has prescribed in order to permit its ready conversion to such 
service. 

Now, as a result of the neutrality act, the bright prospect for the return of 
the American Flag to a place upon the seas commensurate with our country’s position 
as a world power, is being dimmed. Aside from the loss of ships to Panama, which 
has occurred, and may continue, the lines building vessels with Government assistance, 
are concerned as to the use they will be able to make of them when they are available 
for business. The bulk of our overseas trade is with Europe, and if the war zones 
should be extended, that trade will be further curtailed, and our shipping will 
correspondingly suffer. Admiral Land estimated the neutrality act would affect 
approximately 80 ships with a tonnage of 600,000, Most of these will have to enter 
routes amply provided for, or find new ones, which will involve the extremely difficult 
job of establishing connections, besides stiff competition with the carriers of the 
belligerents and European neutrals, also avid for business. In other words, motivated 
by our mistaken fear that sinking of our ships would compel us to enter the war— 
we lost only 4 from 1914 to 1918—we have killed the promise the Maritime Commis- 
sion held out. We have turned over to foreign bottoms the carriage of a large pro- 
portion of our exports and imports, and placed the country at the mercy of foreign 
Governments, which control their ship owners and operators. We have deprived the 
Navy of vessels that would be of inestimable value in time of need—without the 
merchant ships available during the World War the AEF could not have been sup- 
plied with men and supplies as it was supplied, and the cost of transportation in 
Allied and neutral bottoms would have been far heavier than it was. But even if 
troops should not be sent abroad, the Fleet will require merchant vessels for supply 
and even for transformation into raiders. In view of these facts—General Pershing 
repeatedly has emphasized the need of a large Merchant Marine—the neutrality act 
should be amended early in the coming session of Congress, and freedom of the seas 
for our shipping reproclaimed. 


THE COMMISSIONED AS WELL AS THE ENLISTED PERSONNEL of the 
Army takes satisfaction in the promotions of some 30,000 men, which we announced 
lust week. Such promotions and the restoration of the reenlistment allowance to be 
paid probably from an appropriation at the coming session, will meet to some extent 
the discontent over rank and pay conditions which has existed in the Army. That there 
was sound basis for the discontent has been recognized for somg years by the War 
Department, In his last annual report as Chief of Staff, General Craig recalled his 
testimony before Congress in support of specific measures to augment morale and 
efficiency. These measures included provision of funds to increase the grades and 
ratings for enlisted men, thereby affording appropriate rank and remuneration for 
men in key positions; and for more equitable pension benefits for enlisted men of the 
peace time establishment, discharged on account of physical disability. An increase 
was made for additional grades and ratings, but it was insufficient, and Congress 
failed to act upon the important pension recommendation. General Craig added that 
as a measure of fairness to the Army personnel, continued effort should be made to 
equalize their pay with that received by the enlisted men of the Navy, The increase 
in the Army, which the President authorized, has permitted substantial progress in 
the matter of promotions. Secretary Woodring and General Marshall are in hearty 
accord also with General Craig’s suggestions as to pensions and pay. It is of further 
interest that Senator Sheppard, chairman of the Senate Military Committee, is de- 
termined to pursue the inquiry into pay so that there shall be equality with that of 
the Navy. A little more patience, which we confess is almost exhausted, and the 
justified claims of the enlisted personnel will be met. Thus discontent will be elim- 
inated, and the morale and efliciency of the Service will receive the stimulation that 
it is generally agreed is necessary.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—By Col. T. Bentley Mott—Paris, France, 29 Oct.—News from 
neutral countries and reconnaissances indicate heavy concentrations of German 
troops behind the Dutch frontier. In spite of it being November, the Germans may 
attempt a big attack against Holland. This move may be inaugurated by Hitler even 
if opposed by the old general staff, Hitler may feel he cannot sit down all winter and 
do nothing. It would be quite in accordance with his mentality and with his previous 
history if he felt this way. He may decide he cannot wait for the long wearing down 
of Great Britain through attacks on her shipping to satisfy the German people that 
they are going to win. Ile may feel that a new and spectacular effort has got to be 
made, If such is the case, then Holland offers his best opportunity. 

It is true her frontier is protected against sudden irruption, even by armored 
divisions. In attempting to pass they would suffer much loss and considerable delay. 
The dikes also could be opened and the country flooded; but the best available in- 
formation indicates that it would take from three to five days for the floods to rise 
sulliciently to prevent them from passing. The Germans may decide that, by the proper 
placing of their heavy artillery (which no one can now interfere with), and by con- 
senting to the necessary sacrifices, they can make a breach and get sufficient men 
through before the waters rise. Once in Holland, they could easily clean up the 
Dutch Army. 

To parry such a move the Allies would have to pass through Belgium; and the 
Holland-German frontier is over a hundred miles from the French-Belgium frontier. 
The Belgians might not accept this move, or again, it may be that they have already 
an agreement with France and Britain whereby, if the contingency arises, they will 
accept it. There is little danger that the Belgians will fight the British and French to 
prevent a passage us they fought the Germans in 1914; but if the Germans decided 
to make the attempt, negotiations with the Belgians and the march across their 
country would delay the Allied columns to such an extent that they might not arrive 
behind the line which the Dutch have fortified in time to use that line to stop the 
German invasion, If this happens, the French and British would not be in a much 
more favorable position in what concerns the terrain than the Germans, The latter 
might be stopped along the Rhine in its whole course through Holland, but if they got 
to that river as quickly as the French and British did, the latter would be as unable 
to dislodge them as they would be to dislodge their opponents. Meantime all of 
Holland north of the Rhine would be in German hands. 

If this should be accomplished during the month of November, the attack against 
British warships and shipping could be intensified during the winter months under 
circumstances far more favorable than exist today. 

It might be objected that such a move would leave the provinces between the 
Belgian frontier and the Rhine, certainly as far south as the Moselle, open to in- 
vasion by the French and British troops. The answer is that the moment the French 
and British crossed the French-Belgian frontier, the Germans would cross the German- 
Belgian frontier; or, if they found this impossible, they might even be willing to 
sacrifice the Rhine provinces for the sake of seizing all of Holland north of the Rhine 
and obtaining favorable bases on the North Sea. 

It is obvious that if the Germans can sink enough British warships and provision 
ships this winter, they may prevent the Allies from winning the war. In this case, 
the complete subjection of all Europe would be but a matter of a short time. 

It seems evident that most of our military appropriations should be spent for 
airplanes and warships. If we have plenty of these no large Army can be landed on 
our shores and they furnish protection for a much longer period of time than would a 
perfectly trained army of 600,000 men. 

Even if the United States formally declared war against Germany, the usefulness 
of sending large forces to Kurope would be questionable. France and Great Britain 
have enough men to meet any situation; what they need and will need are ships and 
machines, 


Gallup Poll—Formidably armed and at peace, appears to be the determination of 
the American people. The Gallup Poll published last Sunday reported 86% of the 
nation is for strengthening the Army, 88% for strengthening the Navy and 91% 
for strengthening the Air Corps. Opposition to such action was stated at 149%, 12% 
and -)9% respectively. Simultaneously, there was published a poll of 45,678 students 
of Catholie Universities and Coileges throughout the country. Ninety-seven per 
cent of these men answered “no” to the question: “Do you personally favor the en 
trance of the United States into the war?’ Forty-five per cent believed the United 
States eventually will be drawn into the war, 20% did not so believe and 26% were 
doubtful. Taking these and previous polls into consideration, the idea of disarma 
ment which swept the country a few years ago, has disappeared in the face of events, 
and no longer is heard the suggestion of disarmament by example. Doubtless, back 
in the minds of many is the prospect that one of the proposals the peace conference 
will consider will be reductions in armaments, It may be this proposal will return in 
popularity, but in the light of the knowledge that aggression continues rampant in the 
world, it is likely our people will insist that we shall continue to have a strong defense. 
Another implication of the polls made is that the huge sums the President will recom- 
mend for both the Army and the Navy will be voted without much argument, Con- 
gress only will demand that the expenditures shall be for well paid personnel, and 
materiel that will bring our Services up to eflicient readiness, In connection with this 
demand, it is to be expected it will inquire into the reports of cruiser and destroyer 
defects, and the effect of bombing upon warships. 


Squalus Officers on Sub Duty—Orders last week assigning Lt. (jg) Robert N. Rob- 
ertson, officer of the ill-fated submarine Squalus, to duty on the USS Pennsylvania 
were revoked this week by the Navy Department, and Lieutenant Robertson was 
ordered continued on the Squalus, preparatory to assignment to other submarine 
duty, in line with the Navy Department’s policy to keep all officers and men of the 
Squalus on submarine duty. Later orders issued by the department will send him 
to Submarine Squadron 2. Also going to that squadron are two other Squalus 
officers—Lt. William T. Doyle, jr.. and Lt. (jg) John C. Nichols. Lt. Oliver F. 
Naquin, commander of the Squalus, this week was ordered to the Submarine Force, 
U.S. Fleet, with his actual post of duty left up to the commander of that unit. 

The Squalus, now being repaired and refitted at Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yard 
at a probable cost of $500,000, will be recommissioned about 1 July 1940.

Seat for the President?—The President, having announced his intention to atteng 
the Army-Navy football game on 2 Dec., these burning questions have arisen : Shall jy 
occupy a box on the Army side, or shall he do so on the Navy side? If he honor thy 
Army or the Navy the first half, will he so honor the other Service during the seegy 
half? Again, will he not show a preference for that Service whose side he choosy 
when he first enters the grounds? And will not the preference he displays hay , 
strong encouraging effect upon the morale of one team and a depressing effect upon thy 
other ? 

The President has not indicated where he will sit, or whether he will chang 
position during the game, To be neutral, a seat behind either of the goal posts wouy 
lessen the controversy in the Services, but then the Commander-in-Chief could yy 
get the vivid picture of the game which he naturally desires, nor see the fine play, 
in their development. It is certain, therefore, that he will not consent to the goa} Dost 
location. 

As the President has taken direct charge of the Navy, and as he served with dis 
tinction as Assistant Secretary of the Navy, it is more than an even bet that his firg 
choice will be a box on the Navy side, perhaps that of the Acting Secretary of th 
Navy, Mr. Edison. But the Army ranks the Navy in creation. The order of precedene 
after the Vice President is the Secretary of State, the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Secretary of War, and farther down the list the Secretary of the Navy. If precedeng 
be observed, the President will first take a box on the Army side. 

Possibly the President may use diplomacy in the situation. It is certain he wil 
be met at the entrance of the field by an escort of honor comprising the Secretary of 
War, the Acting Secretary of the Navy, the Chief of Staff, the Chief of Naval Oper 
tions, the Superintendents of the Military and Naval Academies, and probably officers 
of the cadet and midshipmen's corps. The President and his military Aide, Brig 
Gen. Edwin N. Watson, and his naval aide, Capt. D. J. Callaghan, may proceed 
rectly to the Secretary of War’s box, and after a few minutes there cross the field 
to the Acting Secretary of the Navy’s box. Or there may be a special box on each side 
for the President, particularly if Mrs. Roosevelt accompanies him. Winding up 
the Navy side, it would be natural for the President to occupy a box there during the 
first half. The second half, he might spend on the Army side. 

Would the Army rather have the President on their side during the first half 
Would it prefer him there during the final half? Which half would the Navy prefer 
to be honored by the President? 

Brig. Gen. Jay L. Benedict, superintendent at West Point, Rear Adm. Wilson 
Brown, superintendent at Annapolis, both probably are having headaches over the 
effect on team morale of where the President may sit. Headaches are of minor im 
portance, however, compared with the great honor of having him witness the game 
So, both Services and both academies are united in the prayer that the President will 
not change his mind, but will come. And they are promising him a game which will 
he of intense and historic interest. 


Navy Fleet Changes—-Six of the new submarines of the Navy sailed this week from 
Pearl Harbor, T. IL, to Manila, P. L., where they will augment the Asiatic Fleet, as 
announced several months ago. The submarines are the Tarpon, Porpoise, Pike, 
Pickerel, Perch and Permit. The submarine tender Beaver sailed last week for the 
Asia station. 

Naval orders for the assignment of officers to sea duty this week revealed that 
four more laid-up destroyers are about to be recommissioned, bringing to a total of 
70 the force of idle destroyers which have been refitted since the Nutrality Patrol 
was inaugurated, and leaving only 40 such ships now in lay-up. Ships ordered te- 
commissioned are the Edwards, Welles, Clemson and Hulbert. 

A new destroyer was added to the Navy, Wednesday, with the launching at Beth- 
lehem Steel Company’s Quincy, Mass., yard of the USS Benson, named for the late 
Adm. William 8S. Benson, former chief of Naval Operations, commandant of the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard and member of the Federal Shipping Board. 


Marine Corps Changes—Col, Joseph C. Fegan, commander of the 4th Marines, in 
the International Settlement at Shanghai, China, for the last 14 months, has been 
ordered to Marine Headquarters here, He will be succeeded in command of the 
regiment by Col. Dewitt Peck, 45-year-old officer, and one of the youngest to command 
the Marines’ largest overseas force. There are about 1,000 officers and men in the 
4th Marines and Shanghai, and under separate commands are about 500 men at 
Tientsin and Peiping. 

Colonel Peck, the new commander, is a graduate of Annapolis and a World Wat 
veteran. He was born in Bakersfield, Calif., and at present is chief of staff of the 
Fleet Marine Foree, San Diego, Calif. 

One of the Marines called back to active duty, to take charge of the Newark, X. J, 
recruiting station, is Faustin FE. Wirkus, “the White King of La Gonave,” who was 
proclaimed as King Faustin II, by the voodoo natives of La Gonave when he was 
sent to the island in 1925 as sequestrator. When Sergeant Wirkus was transferred 
he was forced to put aside his two-foot crown and his reed perch chair “throne.”

Various reports have been circulating 
that an April graduation was planned in order to get the graduates in the field for 
gmmer maneuvers. It was pointed out that such a course would be unjust, due to 
the fact that it would eliminate the three months’ leave accorded newly graduated 
officers. 


CWS, Ordnance Merger—Scecretary of War Harry If. Woodring this week stated 
that he favors consolidation of the Chemical Warfare Service with the Ordnance 
Department of the Army, but that he feels that under present conditions no such 
amalgamation should be attempted. Thus, both military and Congressional leaders 
have expressed themselves as favoring the joining together of the two branches. 
Representative Joe Starnes, of Ala., a member of the Tlouse Appropriations Commit 
tee, in a formal report to Representative Taylor, chairman of the committee, printed 
last week in this paper, made an identical suggestion. 

However, it is obvious that any such reorganization must wait until the distant 
future, as the War Department now has its hands full in carrying out the expansion 
program. Mr. Woodring’s statement was made in such a manner as to clearly indicate 
that his favorable attitude toward consolidation is merely a trend of thought and 
presages no action in the near future. He differed with Representative Starnes on 
the question of placing all construction in the hands of the Engineer Corps. Mr. 
Woodring said that the Engineers are already carrying a great work-load and that 
any increase in responsibilities is undesirable. 
Quartermaster Corps—Graduation exercises of the National Guard and Reserve 
Officers’ Class of the Quartermaster Motor Transport School, Holabird Quartermaster 
Depot, Baltimore, Md., were held on 9 Nov. in the new school auditorium, The gradu- 
ating class was represented by officers from the District of Columbia and twenty-two 
States, some of whom caime from points as far distant as California and Washington. 
Brig. Gen. Richard Hf. Jordan, QMC, Chief of Transportation of the Office of the 
Quartermaster General made the graduation address and presented the diplomas. 

This is the fifth National Guard Officers’ class to have been graduated from this 
school, making a total of 16S National Guard graduates. However, this is the first 
year that any ceflicers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps have attended.

Full monthly production rate at present in the United States is estimated to be 
about 1,700 planes, since all manufacturers are not members of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce, Taking all manufacturers into consideration, motor produc 
tion is at least 40 per cent behind plane production. 

Reports that the government might pay premiums on motors and even on planes 
to finance construction of additional factories are current here. The government is 
anxious, it is reported, that no one country have a decided advantage over the United 
States in air power. Germany is now understood to be producing 2,500 planes a month, 
more than double the output of France and Great Britain combined. 

Mr. Jouett’s statement on aeronautical production in this country follows: 

“Our survey included 43 airplane and 13 engine manufacturing plants,” said Mr. 
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Jouett. “Of the 48 airplane plants, 23 are now working on orders for military equip- 
ment. The current capacity of 1,250 planes a month, equal to a rate of 15,000 machines 
a year, is based on several factors... . 

“Six months age the aircraft industry was operating at about 65 per cent of 
capacity on a one shift basis. While some of the plants are now operating at full 
capacity, others have not even approached their limit with single working shifts, 
When orders are received in suflicient volume to warrant it, the plants now go into 
three working shifts a day. 

“To obtain maximum output, standardization or ‘freezing’ on a single model will 
be necessary. Because of orders received, the busiest of the airplane plants are now 
approaching single model production, while other plants, not working at top speed, 
are still producing as many as seven or eight different models. When standardizing on 
a single model, maximum efliciency is obtained by the ability of the manufacturer to 
tool up on the one model and run through the orders on straight line production 
methods. This approach to mass production of course is dependent on no engineering 
changes being made in the model afier it reaches the production line. Another factor 
which has increased plant capacity is the recent growth of the sub-contracting system, 
Sub-contracting in the past was a very small part of aireraft production, because the 
manufacturer could not guarantee the sub-contractor continuous business, and the 
sub-contractor could not tool up sufliciently to assure a return on his investment... . 

“Our survey showed that the industry is capable of rapid expansion of produc- 
tion on all types of military aircraft, including the special types used by the Navy air 
forces. It is also worthy of note that our manufacturers have in no way relaxed their 
efforts to make improvements in their products. The industry, which in five years 
spent $44,000,000 on its research and development programs, is still investing 10 cents 
out of every sales dollar toward the improvement of both commercial and military 
aircraft.” 


Transports to Army and Navy—The remaining two Munson liners, taken over by 
the Maritime Commission when the company went into receivership, have been turned 
over to the Army and the Navy for use as transports, Bids were opened 24 Oct, by 
the Maritime Commission for reconditioning of the two vessels, the Southern Cross 
and the American Legion. The commission, however, will not make awards, but has 
turned both bids and vessels over to the services, 

The Navy has taken delivery on the Southern Cross and will commission her 
for supply and transport service incident to the neutrality patrol. She is now at 
Norfolk Naval Operating Base where she will be recommissioned as the USS Wharton, 
named for a former commandant of the Marine Corps. The Army will take the Amer- 
ican Legion on 21 Noy. Each vessel will cost about $300,000 to refit. 

Two of the original four Munson liners have already been taken over by the 
Army, and after extensive alterations, were placed in service as the transports Leon- 
ard Wood and Hunter Liggett.

German High Command apparently pre- 
fers to permit the constant passage of 
men and supplies from England to 
France rather than to attempt to bomb 
the convoys across the Channel, which 
would increase the will to fight of the 
English. The time may come when this 
operation will be launched, but here again 
Hitler seems to be withholding his fist 
so that the English people will not be 
aroused to the point of insisting that the 
war shall be pushed to his destruction. 
The failure of German attack on com- 
munications is attributed by the English 
not to any such purpose, but to the over- 
whelming protection given them by the 
Fleet. 

In order to promote friendlier rela- 
tions with Japan, the British and French 
Governments have substantially reduced 
the number of their troops in North 
China. Taking advantage of the changed 
attitude of those governments, the Japan- 
ese Army Command has landed a force 
at the mouth of the Lung Mun River be- 
tween Hong Kong and Indo China. The 
mission of this force is to sever a high- 
way through Kwangsi Province over 
which supplies are transported to Chiang 
Kai-Chek’s headquarters, and ultimately 
to cut the railroad running from French 
Indo-China and Burma to Yunnan. If 
the Japanese succeed in achieving their 
objective, a serious blow will be dealt 
Chiang-Kai-Chek. Roughly three-fourths 
of the imports of the Chinese come 
through Indo-China, and a third of these 
over the Kwangsi Highway. 


The War At Sea 

The eleventh week of the European 
war has passed, and three fears have 
been surmounted by the British Fleet: 
First, the danger of surprise, second, the 
danger of mines, and third, the paralysis 
of sea trade. The single loss from sur- 
prise was the sinking of the battleship 
Royal Oak, the single loss from mines 
was a destroyer this week, and while the 
sinkings of merchantmen are mounting, 
the British Minister of Shipping re- 
ported to Parliament that of 3,070 ships 
convoyed only 3 were lost. Winston 
Churchill now claims the Fleet is far 
stronger than it was when war began, a 
not surprising statement in view of the 
rapidity with which ships nearing com- 
pletion have been finished and placed in 
commission. He asserted the British 
anti-U-boat force is three times as num- 
erous. This force includes trawlers, one 
of which was sunk by shells fired by a 
submarine while another is missing. He 
added that the air raid precautions were 
very different from what they were when 
war began. 

For record purposes it is interesting to

Mr. Churchill declared that the superi- 
ority of the British Air Force has been 
proved both in pilots and machines over 
the enemy. He estimated 15 German 
raiders had been shot down without a 
single loss. The Germans estimate that 
on land and sea they have brought down 
16 British and 61 French planes and 3 
captive balloons; and they admit the loss 
of 17 planes. 

The Germans are constantly engaged in 
reconnaissance over Northern Scotland 
and the Shetland Isles, During the week 
they dropped bombs upon one of the lat- 
ter. They complain the British Fleet is 
no longer permanently at the Firth of 
Forth, and plane activity indicates they 
are searching for it. There is no doubt 
the Fleet, in order to escape powerful 
air squadrons, is shifting its anchorage 
repeatedly and cruising, and it is aided 


in this maneouvre, according to Mr. 
Churchill, by the mists and storms of 
winter which wrap around the islands 


and make a continuous bombing attack 


more difficult. But the constant move 
ment of the Fleet means large oil con- 
sumption and wear and tear on ma- 


chinery and nerves. The Admiralty was 
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provided before war began with huge oil 
reserves, and is receiving additional sup- 
plies from tankers. It is calculated the 
Fleet, including both ships and planes, 
must be using around 100,000 tons of oil 
per month. The matter of refitting also 
must be taken into calculation, so that 
some ships will be in drydock whatever 
the circumstances. The activity of 
eapital ships, which increases their oil 
consumption and accelerates their return 
to drydock, has been intensified by the 
necessity of locating and destroying the 
Pocket Battleships Deutschland and Ad- 
miral Scheer reported by Mr. Churchill 
to be loose upon the high seas. Among the 
ships searching for them are said to be 
the Hood, Repulse and Renown, the three 
capital eraft which can overtake the 
Germans, and are powerful enough to 
sink them. As part of their mission is 
the convoying of cargo carriers, 
especially those bringing airplanes to En- 
gland, 


Mr. Churchill said some days ago that 
the German submarine had been driven 
from the coasts of the United Kingdom, 
nnd that because of the greater range 
thus imposed upon them, their effective- 
ness was greatly decreased. The answer 
of the German Admiralty this week was 
the sinking of a merchantman off Scot- 
land, as well as the destruction of a 
trawler by gunfire. However, that the 
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Admiralty is concerned over the safety 
of its submarines is shown by the pub- 
lication of a list of British and French 
liners, which have been armed. The pur- 
pose of the publication was to warn 
foreigners not to travel on these liners, 
and this has given rise to reports that 
they may be sunk without warning. It 
is the contention of Berlin that armed 
merchantmen are in fact auxiliary war- 
ships, and as such can be attacked with 
no preliminary notice. It would not be 
surprising should a submarine sink one 
of these steamers, in which case the 
German Government will be condemned 
for violation of the paragraph of the 
London Treaty remaining in foree, which 


requires merchant vessels to be given 
warning before attack. That our Gov- 
ernment inclines to the view that an 


armed merchantman is in a sense a war- 
ship is indicated by the prohibition for 
vessels flying our flag to carry guns,

Failure of Dutch-Belgian mediation to 
end the war and a conference between 
the Ministers of the Treasuries of Great 
Britain and France for the conservation 
of dollars to be used for foreign pur- 
chases, lead to the expectation that there 
will be larger orders for supplies placed 
in the United States. Some orders have 
been received for airplanes—but there is 
little evidence that orders for other goods 
have been large. IEnactment of the neu 
trality act is likely to lead to increased 
purchasing with the cash the Allies have 
available. If this should occur, then in- 
dustrial production us measured by the 
Federal Reserve Board Index, probably 
will advance in November beyond the 120 
point where it stood in October in con- 
trast to 103 and 111 in September. The all 
time high for this index was 125 in 1929. 

Reports are circulating that the Allies 
will buy 8,000 planes. To date, United 
Aireraft) has received British orders 
totaling $70,000,000 and Irrenech orders 
for $30,000,000 for engines, propellers and 
Douglas planes, and Curtiss-Wright: re- 
ceived orders totaling $60,000,000 for en- 
gines and planes from the two countries. 
In adddition, France recently ordered 
$16,000,000 of bombers from Glenn L. 
Martin as an extension of an order for 
215 bombers placed earlier in the year, 
and England is said to be negotiating an 
order for from 1,000 to 1,600) training 
planes with North American Aviation, At 
the end of October, the major aircraft 
companies had orders for $3850,000,000 so 
that the orders just given will raise the 
total to more than $500,000,000, 

In order to handle the business the 
companies are engaged in plant expan- 
sion programs, arranging for subcon- 
tracts, and improving manufacturing 
methods. It is believed by these means the 
companies will be able to take care also 
of War and Navy Department orders. 

To stabilize and promote trade with 
South America, an Inter-American Finan 
cial and Advisory Mconomic Committee is 
sitting in Washington. Its agenda in- 
cludes remedies for trade and financial 
dislocations resulting from the wars, Hn 
tering into the discussion doubtless will 
be plans for the use of American shipping 
denied to the war zones. The 
President has indicated he will not per- 
mit American vessels to transfer to Pan- 
amunian registry, however legal it may 
be, a suggestion to Panama which doubt- 
less will cause it to deny such applica- 
tions. It is said the ships laid up will 
be subsidized for naval use, 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has handed down three important de- 
cisiows. One will permit the New York, 
New HLlaven and Hartford Railroad to 
meet more effectively the competition of 
trucks in its territory, the second will 
limit motor carrier operations, and the 
third will enable the Western railroads to 
establish their own agency to handle all 
less-than-carload lot shipments in direct 
competition with freight forwarding 
companies, 

A further encouraging sign is that pro- 
duction of steel ingots in October, amount- 
ing to 5.803.821 tons, established a new 
high monthly record exceeding the pre- 
vious peak of May, 1929. 


Six Naval Aides Named 

A new list of Naval and Marine Corps 
officers who have additional duty as aides 
to the White House, issued this week by 
the Navy Department, reveals six new 
officers assigned as aides to the President, 

They are Lt. Jesse L. Phares, USN, 
Bureau of Ordnance; Lt. Herbert D. 
Riley, USN, Anacostia Naval Air Station: 
Capt. William DPD. Saunders, jr., USMC, 
Naval Air Station; Lt. Onnie P. Lattu, 
SC, USN, Bureau of Supplies and <Ac- 
counts; Lt. (jg) William Outerson, USN, 
Office Chief of Naval Operation, and Ist 
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Lt. Jean W. Moreau, USMC, Marine 
Corps Headquarters, 
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Merchant Marine 

A veritable flood of applications for pur- 
chase of American ships by foreign coun- 
tries, or for transfer of American ships to 
foreign registry, has descended upon the 
Maritime Commission since passage of 
the neutrality act which prohibits opera- 
tion of American ships in combat zones. 

Greatest stir was occasioned by appli- 
cation of United States Lines to transfer 
nine of its vessels, including two liners, 
to Panamanian registry, under which reg- 
istry, operated by foreign crews, they 
would be kept on the North Atlantic run. 
The commission has made no decision on 
this application; Secretary of State Hull 
opposes it as violating the “spirit” if not 
the letter of the neutrality law, and Pres 
ident Roosevelt, stirred by protests 
against the transfer, has indicated he will 
oppose it. Before protests arose, the 
Maritime Commission had tentatively ap- 
proved the transfer to the Panama flag. 

President Roosevelt said that transfer 
of vessels to Panama’s flag might jeop- 
ardize the neutrality of Panama, an un- 
desirable occurrence from the viewpoint 
of this country, because of the proximity 
of the Canal. President Roosevelt has 
also refused to relax his proclamation of 
combat zones to give the Irish Free State 
an open port, 

In view of the reaction, it is not likely 
the Maritime Commission will approve 
the United States Lines’ application. 

Many Other Transfers 

The commission this week made public 
figures showing transfers of 106 vessels 
of over 300,000 tons to foreign registry 
between 26 Oct. 1988 and 31 Oct. 19389. 
Most of these vessels, however, are of 
small size. Only six were of over 5,000 
gross tons, not including 16 tankers re- 
cently transferred by Standard Oil Com- 
pany to Panamanian registry and 14 ves- 
sels of Moore-MeCormick sold to Brazil. 

A flood of other applications for sale or 
transfer, however, has been received since 
1 Nov. The commission, it was made clear, 
is not at all adverse to sale of old vessels 
to foreign flags. Such sales obviate nec- 
essity of purchasing old tonnage from op 
erators on “trade-in” for new ships; with 
such tonnage going into the laid-up fleet 
and being of little value both from com- 
mercial and military standpoints. 

The following developments in the 
transfer and sale situation also occurred 
this week. The commission denied appli- 
cation for transfer to Panamanian regis- 
try of four steam vessels of Pacific Steam- 
ship Lines, now being liquidated under the 
bankruptey act. It approved application 
for sale to Norwegian interests of the 
whaling vessel Frango, and to Canada of 
the tug Gotham. It approved sale of five 
steam trawlers to the French line. 

Bermudan interests subsidized the U. 
S. Lines’ President Roosevelt for 
weekly service between Pamilton and 
New York, to replace British withdrawals 
from that route. Belgian interests are con- 
sidering purchase of Black Diamond Line 
freighters thrown out of European ser- 
vice as a result of the neutrality act. 

Neutrality Regulations Issued 

President Roosevelt has also issued reg 
ulations governing voyages of American 
citizens into combat zones. He prohibited 
travel of Americans on vessels of France, 
Germany, Poland, United Kingdom, 
India, Australia, Canada, New Zealand, 
and Union of South Africa into combat 
zones, except for diplomatic and consular 
officers and their families, members of 
their staffs and their families, Army and 
Navy personnel and their families, travel- 
ling on “public service.” Other nationals 
may travel on vessels of those countries 
but not in combat zones. 

Seek Release of Vessels 

The State Department is seeking re- 
lease by Germany of neutral vessels load- 
ed with wood pulp from Finnish forests 
bound for American paper mills. Ger- 
many, in turn, is seeking assurances that 
the pulp will not go to American or Allied 
munitions plants. 

Meanwhile Great

Britain announced 


this week that it would not prevent Ger- 
man goods from being shipped in neutral 
vessels to the United States, provided 


arms and ammunitions which might be 
transferred to German raiders at sea were 
not included. 

Move to Aid Seamen 

Facilities for training 8,360 seamen 
yearly in the U, S. Maritime Service are 
being made available by the Maritime 
Commission to crews and officers of ships 
which are being withdrawn from service 
because of the Neutrality Act. 

While engaged in this training the sea- 
men will be paid $386 a month. The offi 
cers will be paid $125 a month. 

Immediate expansion of the Maritime 
Service will be undertaken. This includes 
acquisition of a new training station on 
Gallops Island in Boston Harbor to han- 


die 1,000 men each quarter. A former 
Public Health Service Quarantine Sta- 


tion on the Island will be made over aud 
opened for receipt of enrollees about 27 
Nov. Only unlicensed personnel will be 
assigned there. 

Other facilities available to the unem- 
ployed seamen include: //offman Island, 
New York Harbor; Government Island, 
San Francisco Harbor; and Fort Trum- 
bull, New London, Conn. 

During the period of the emergency, no 
enrollee will be accepted other than one 
left jobless by the Neutrality Act. Appli- 
eatious for enrollment should be made to 
the Maritime Commission District Offi 
ces at 45 Broadway, New York City and 
Canal Bank Building, New Orleans, La., 
or to Coast Guard Reeruiting Stations. 
Requirements for enrollment under the 
emergency program are one year’s active 
service at sen within the last three years 
and a 


certificate of discharge showing | 


that the applicant was a member of the | 


crew on the last voyage of ua vessel with- 
drawn from service by operation of the 
Neutrality Act. 

The emergency program will not affect 
training of apprentice seamen which has 
already begun. A first class of 250 ap- 
prentice seamen chosen from over 300,- 
000 CCC boys is now receiving instrue- 
tion on the training ships American Sea- 
man and Joseph Conrad based at St. 
Petersburg, Fla., the site of the new Gulf 
training station. 

Export Officer Urges Sunerliners 

Immediate construction of two super- 
liners for the United States was urged 
yesterday by Mr. George C. Gaede, offi 
cial of American Export Lines, in a paper 
presented before the New York Society 
of Naval Architects and Marine Engi 
neers. 

Superliners, meaning vessels of 50,000 
tons or more, stated Gaede, definitely pay, 
in support of which claim he presented 
complete breakdowns of construction and 
operating costs and revenues of the 
Queen Mary. If that ship did not pay, 
he concluded, Cunard Lines would have 
said so, and so discouraged competition. 

Gaede took the part of the economic 
survey of the Maritime Commission which 
argued against construction of superlin- 
ers and debated its findings one by one.An 
unwise investment, he said, is one which 
is beyond the financial ability of the in- 
vestor or one which does not pay. These 
arguments do not apply to superliners. 

Referring to the Maritime Commis 
sion’s argument that “the Navy would 
prefer two or three of the Manhattan type 
of vessel to one of the superliner type,” 
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Gaede declared: “The Manhattan anq 
Washington have done very well. Because 
they have, both the American and foreigp 
trade believe this is the type of ship to 
build. These ships have done so well be. 
cause they were the two top liners in th 
cabin class in the whole Atlantic trade, 
and besides, were American ships. We al. 
ready have another America coming, two 
Manhattans; the Nieuw Amsterdam is a). 
ready here; the new Mauretania has also 
just arrived; the Stockholm is building, 
and the Germans announce that they are 
building two 36,000-ton ships. Eventually 
there will be ten such ships of 30,000 to 
35,000 tons. Ten such ships cannot exig 
on the North Atlantic out of season ang 
produce as well as the Manhattan and 
Washington did under conditions such as 
we have experienced in the last few years, 
or even under improved conditions , , ,”

It was authoritatively stated this 
week that the Coast Guard has no am- 
bitious legislative program for the next 
Congress. However, under authorizations 
made by the last Congress, considerable 
appropriations will be asked. 


Officers Stewards 

Headquarters announced this week 
that the prohibition against advancement 
to and in officers steward ratings, inaug- 
urated in 1937, has been lifted and dis- 
trict commanders are authorized to ef- 
fect advancements to and in that rating 
to fill vacancies. Such advancements will, 
however, be only provisional, in line with 
the recent directive making all advance- 
ments during the limited emergency 
temporary.

accomplished and therefore it is the duty 
of Congress to provide legislative re- 
course for the accomplishment of the 
most vital feature, command and organ- 
ization. 

Concerning the question of the need for 
every available officer under such a pro- 
gram, Secretary Woodring said that the 
War Department is convinced that re- 
serve officers, ordered to limited tours of 
duty, will fit admirably into the picture 
in junior officer billets thus accomplish- 
ing the two-fold objective of providing 
junior officers and training valuable 
reserves. 

This view was seconded by other high 
Army officers. It was declared that Con- 
gress will not be asked to provide a single 
additional Regular Army officer because 
of the 17,000-man increase or because of 
training. 

“We are trying to find an economical 
basis for an efficient Army,” General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, has 
declared. 

The Army, in view of the position 
adopted by the Secretary, the Chief of 
Staff and others in the high command, 
will therefore go to Congress, not to ask 
increases in officer personnel, but with 
plans for calling additional Reserve offi- 
cers to duty. 

It would like to get graduates of the 
ROTC just out of school before they have 
gone into civilian jobs and give them six 
months’ active duty training with troops, 
thus achieving the two-fold purpose of 
meeting the Army’s need for platoon 
commanders and of building up a better 
trained Officers’ Reserve Corps. The 
two-weeks’ active duty training would be 
given for the most part to the captains, 
majors, lieutenant colonels and colonels 
of the Reserve. 

At the same time Congress will be asked 
to authorize the recalling of retired offi- 
cers for recruiting duty and for duty on 
the staffs of the Service schools, releasing 
officers there for field duty. For the lat- 
ter purpose, retired officers who have 
served as instructors at the schools would 
be sought.

Elimi- 
nate all colonels who have over 30 years 
service and no chance for general offi- 
cer.” 

Maj., Inf.—‘Proposed bill looks like 
effort to purge World War officers, in 
order to secure an advantage to officers 
who enter Army from another source.” 

Maj., Inf.—“I believe it is a scheme 
to purge the Army of World War officers 
in favor of another group.” 

Maj., Inf.—“Let the promotion scheme 
alone. Raise the pay.” 

Capt., Inf.—‘Retire all colonels passed 
over for selection to Brig. Gen. and all 
Brig. Gen. passed over for selection to 
Maj. Gen. Compulsory retirement all offi- 
cers more than 80 years service who are 
too old for grade age limits to be se- 
lected.” 


National Guard Notes 


Partial reports to the National Guard 
Bureau by Corps Area Commanders and 
State adjutants general indicate that, 
without exception, the units of the Na- 
tional Guard throughout the United 
States will have completed seven days of 
field training by 31 Jan. 1940. 

All units have also inaugurated the 
semi-weekly armory drill, for a total of 
12 additional drills. 

Most of the units taking field training 
have shown a preference for a single 
seven-day period. Others, particularly in 
the highly industrialized areas where men 
have difficulty obtaining leave, are taking 
their field training over weekends. 

Attendance within organizations, as 
shown by reports here, is surprisingly 
high, officials of the bureau stated. Some 
regiments have reported 100 per cent at- 
tendance at the camps. Attendance of 90 
per cent or over is quite common. Officials 
are now predicting that upon conclusion 
of the training the national average of 
attendance within units will be approxi- 
mately 75 per cent—that is, three-fourths 
of the men in each unit in the country, 
on an average, will have joined their units 
for the extra training. 


Tables of organization have been ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War, for the 
two new Engineer companies (light pon- 
toon) which have been organized as GHQ 
troops out of the fourth increment of the 
National Guard. The TO’s were back 
dated to become effective 1 Oct. so that 
personnel of the units will receive pay 
from date of actual organization. 

The TO’s. prescribe maintenance 
strength of three officers and 132 men 
for each company. Full peace strength 
is 165 men. The companies are the 101st 
and the 102nd, both in Alabama. 





New tubles of organization in prepara- 
tion for the Field Artillery regiments do 
not contemplate elimination of service 
batteries. The regiments will be enlisted 
to the peace strength of Regular Army 
regiments which have no service bat- 
teries; consequently, size of each battery 
will be slightly smaller than its Regular 
Army counterpart. Biggest cut will be in 
the size of headquarters batteries. 

—- 0——_ 

Tables of organization for the Medical 
regiments, which will be distributed the 
latter part of this month, to become ef- 
fective 1 Dec., provide for three battalions 
of two companies each. Each battalion 
will have a headquarters of 1 major and 
1 first lieutenant. States having medical 
regiments have been requested to re- 
designate units within the regiments so 
that Cos. C, F, and I will be inactive. Cos. 
A and B (first battalion) are collecting 
companies; Cos. D and E (second bat- 
talion) are ambulance companies, and 
Cos. G and H (third battalion) are hos- 
pital companies. 

The commanding officer of each regi- 
ment assigned to a division will be the 
division surgeon. He will be assisted by 
a staff of 3 officers and 8 men—the 3 offi- 
cers to be obtained by cutting the 8 offi- 
cers now on the regimental staff to 5. 
One of the officers will be medical in- 
spector for the division; the second, di- 
vision dental officer and the third, an 
executive who may be a member of the 
Medical Administrative Corps.
